In  raising  Belgian  Hares  you  have  no 
lice  to  contend  with,  neither  have  you  to  watch 
the  incubator  for  three  weeks,  only  to  find  in 
the  end  that  but  one-half  of  the  eggs  will  hatch. 
After  they  are  hatched  hardly  one- half  reach 
marketable  age.  Neither  will  a cow  or  a ewe 
sheep  make  as  much  money  for  the  owner  as 
will  a Belgian  Hare  doe.  “ The  proof  of  the 
pudding  is  in  the  eating.”  And  the  above 
statements  have  been  made  after  the  eating  is 
done.  There  is  no  question  but  what  the  Belgian 
Hare  is  the  most  profitable  stock  on  the  farm.

Breeding — You  can  breed  them  about  five 
five  times  a year.  If  the  doe  is  not  over  four 
years  old,  you  may  count  on  eight  young  to  a 
litter  (a  fair  average),  or  forty  young  a year. 
Now,  assuming  that  half  of  the  young  are  does, 
and  knowing  that  the  doe  will  breed  at  six 
months,  we  can  get  from  each  of  the  four  does 
of  the  first  litter  two  litters  before  the  end  of 
the  year,  making  64  young;  and  from  the  four 
does  of  the  second  litter,  one  litter-each,  making 
32  more  young;  these,  added  to  the  young  of 
the  original  doe,  give  a total  for  the  year  of 
136  young. 

Hotels  will  take 
them  every  week  in  the  year,  at  from  one  dollar 
to  one  dollar  and  a half  per  pair.  There  is 
always  ready  sale  for  good  Belgian  Hare  rabbits.
